YORK COUPLE 
DIES IN AUTO 
CRASH TODAY 


Chauncey B. Eisen- 
hart And Wife Were 
Returning F ro m 
Birthday Party. 


HAPPENED AT 
5-MILE H O U S E 


Chauncey B. Eisenhart 
43. 30 
South Sumner street,

York, 
and his wife, Mrs. Cordie Eisenhart, 
eleven years his junior, were killed 
instantly at 3:20 o’clock thhs m orn­ 
ing in an automobile accident at 
th e junction of the Hanover and 
Spring Grove road, five miles west 
of York. 
The double tragedy occurred after 
th e couple had spent a night of 
m erry-m uking 
at 
a 
party 
with 
friends in Hanover in celebration of 
th e birthday anniversary yesterday 
of Mrs. Eisenhart, who was 32 years 
old 
Their only son, Carl, 12, and a 
daughter, Mildred. 5. were asleep 
at their parents’ home when they 
were aroused from their slumber to 
be notified by the coroner. Dr. L. 
U. Zech, of the death of their father 
and mother. The ordeal of notifying 
th e two children and their grand­ 
m other. Mrs. Conrad Eisenhart. 70, 
was a difficult one for the coroner. 
Woman Was Driving 
The Eisenharts, with Mrs. Eisen­ 
h art at the wheel of their car. were 
returning to their home when they 
were killed. The auto is believed by 
Coroner Zech and Patrolm an John 
D. Groff, of the Vork sub-station, 
to have been going at high speed 
when it made its dash into a drain 
gutter and then cashed into a heavy 
pole. 
The machine was traveling 
too fast, the officers believe, to en ­ 
able the operator to make a stop 
a t the intersection. 
The ill-fated automobile contin­ 
ued in a straight course across the 
Lincoln highway intersection before 
its course was changed by the front 
wheel on the left side striking the 
drain gutter. This caused the m a­ 
chine to head in the direction of 
York and a short distance further 
th e top of the car struck a pole, 
breaking it off about 
three 
feet 
above the ground. 
Noise Awakens Man 
The terrific impact resulted in a 
noise so loud 
th at 
It 
awakened 
Irvin Sprenkle, close to whose home 
the accident liappened. 
Approximately ten feet from the 
wreck, Sprenkle found the woman’s 
body in a field. She died instantly. 
H er head was crushed almost beyond 
recognition. 
Her jaws were frac­ 
tured, neck broken and left arm j 
and shoulder were crushed. 
Woman's Body in Field 
The m an was extricated from the j 
front seat of the car. 
There was 
evidence, 
the 
officers 
said, 
that 
Eisenhurt was asleep on tile front 
seat of the par when the accident 
happened. 
The dead m an’s skull was fractur­ 
ed and he bore other injuries of a 
m inor nature. 
The position in which Mrs Eisen- 
h a rt’s body was found in the field 
with one of her slippers torn off 
and the fact th a t her husband’s 
body was pinned in the car convinc­ 
ed Dr. Zech and Patrolm an Groff 
th at the woman was driving. 
In a leather purse found near the 
woman’s body were papers identify­ 
ing the couple.

Washington, Jail. 21 (AP).—The 
Japanese minister of foreign affairs 
issued a warning Friday night to 
“the government and people of China 
against 
unfortunate 
eventualities 
th at may arise” from what he de­ 
scribed as an invasion of Jehol 
province by Chinese troops and “a 
positive anti-Japanese movement.” 
The minister spoke in the Japa­ 
nese Diet, and the text of his re­ 
marks was made public by the em­ 
bassy here. 
“I am convinced that in view of 
the auspicious growth of Manchu- 
kuo and the universal advantage 
thereby accruing to all peoples of 
the world,” he said, “the League 
of Nations and governments of the 
powers will eventually recognize the 
fairness and Justice of the position 
we have taken up with regard to 
Manchukuo. 
“Nor have I any doubt that in 
the end the Chinese themselves will 
be brought to regard the mutual aid 
and co-operation between Japan, 
China and Manchukuo each as an 
independent state to be the best 
means of insuring peace in the 
Orient.
